1. The unicameral sessio n o nly 
co sts abo ut $8 00 a legislativ e day 
co mpared to appro x imately $1,- 
7 5 0 fo r the bicameral; 62 bills 
hav e been passed in 5 5 legisla­ 
tiv e day s co mpared to 33 in 5 5 
during the 1935 sessio n. 
2. There are o nly 17 co mmit­ 
tees co mpared to 35 in o ne ho use 
o f the bicameral. Furthermo re 
each unicameral member serv es 
o n o nly o ne co mmittee each day 
which meets in the afterno o n 
after legislativ e sessio ns held in 
the mo rning. Under the bicam­ 
eral, members serv ed o n as many 
as fo ur co mmittees meeting at 
the same time. Legislativ e ses­ 
sio ns lasted all day and the co m­ 
mittees sat in the afterno o n o r 
at night. 
3. Under the unicameral plan 
time fo r deliberatio n is pro v ided 
by rules which fo rce a delay be­ 
tween 
the 
co mmittee 
o f 
the 
who le, select file and third read­ 
ing. Bills co uld be intro duced 
and passed the same day dur­ 
ing bicameral sessio ns.

Admitting that he no w quali­ 
fies as a beneficiary rather than 
a pro mo ter o f such a charity , he 
ex plains ho w he arriv ed at his 
plan: 
“ A few y ears ago I had just 
made^a spectacular div e o ff the 
Free bridge at St. Lo uis when I 
read a newspaper edito rial abo ut 
my self.

Hav e Better Use.’ It rev iewed my 
bridge div es and asked, ‘What 
go o d do they do ? ’ 
“ I decided then and there to 
hav e so me mo ral in life, and the 
plan o f helping o ld and desti­ 
tute athletes thro ugh a y early 
benefit in ev ery to wn 
in 
the 
co untry came to me. Ev ery div e 
I’v e made since has been to pro ­ 
mo te that end.” 
The div e that shattered Wo o ds’ 
back and, acco rding to do cto rs, 
will pro bably keep him 
fro m 
walking again, was his 18 5 th. 
Wo o ds grew up in St. Lo uis 
and was alway s a go o d swimmer. 
Under the co aching o f the late 
Charley Gray , he became A. A. U. 
champio n in the 40-fo o t platfo rm 
div e. 
When a man was killed at­ 
tempting the first div e fro m Mer­ 
chants bridge, St. Lo uis, Wo o ds 
decided he co uld do it. He did 
and emerged unhurt. 
Backed by a rich St. Lo uisan, 
he went to New Yo rk and re­ 
peated Stev e Bro die’s 
reputed 
div e o ff Bro o kly n bridge. When 
newspapers refused to believ e his 
witnesses, he went back and 
jumped o ff again befo re repo rt­ 
ers. 
In 1928 , when preparing fo r a 
div e at Cincinnati, a platfo rm 
cable bro ke and he plunged 8 0 
feet to a dance flo o r. Bo th legs 
were bro ken. 
“ I am abso lutely po sitiv e

place then,” Wo o ds say s, “ and it 
is tho se two that go t wrenched 
wo rse in this San Francisco case 
and hav e me laid up. I didn’t 
break any thing in this div e.”

I missed the 
lo gs and kept my ey es shut till I 
washed them o ff. If I jumped

The fleet’s 1937 maneuv ers will

Ev ery unit and fo rce will be 
strictly bn its o wn. There will 
be no theo retical o r co nstruc­

o f imaginary ships and imagin­ 
ary men.

On Oahu is situated the great­ 
est military po st o f the United 
States. At Pearl Harbo r, 
the 
nav y ’s greatest nav al base, are 
giant air patro ls nd submarines. 
Their regular missio n is Hawai­ 
ian defense. 
In past ex ercises 
when the fleet staged an attack 
o n th islands there were a lo t o f 
imaginary fo rces defending it. 
In a week o r so this mighty 
fleet 
o f 
dreadnaughts, 
heav y 
cruisers, light cruisers, aircraft 
carriers, submarines, destro y ers 
and miscellaneo us craft will at­ 
tack the islands. The army fo rces 
there, under Majo r General Hugh 
A. Drum, and the nav y fo rces, 
under Rear Admiral Orin 
G. 
Murfin, will use just what they 
hav e to meet the fleet’s striking 
po wer. 
Rear Admiral Walter N. Ver- 
no u, co mmander o f cruisers o f 
the battle fo rce, first will take a 
fo rce fro m Califo rnia bases to 
v isit Alaska and the Aleutian Is­ 
lands area, so the o fficers and 
men inv o lv ed can learn the les­ 
so ns o f nav igatio n in the difficult 
no rthern waters.
